Rather, a paper providing a summary of the claimed 
subject matter as required by 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1)(v) will suffice. ... 

Thus, this Supplement, which includes an element-to-specification mapping, is believed to 
be the appropriate submission. It is being submitted within the one month deadline set in 
the Notification, so no fee is believed necessary for its entry and consideration. 
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Page 7 of the previously submitted Appeal Brief is where Section V (Summary of 
Claimed Subject Matter) began. The remainder of this submission supplements that section 
of the previously submitted Appeal Brief. 

Section V as originally submitted contained "a concise explanation of the subject 
matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal" but did not 
reference appropriate portions of the specification and/or drawings. 

The table set forth on the following page includes the two independent claims with 
cross references to those portions of the specification (blue) and figure elements (black) 
relating to each limitation. 

This submission is believed to be fully responsive to the Notification mailed 27 July
